AN OLD CITIZEN GONE. 

Keuben ^oiotuan AJhapman was 
bom Feb. 3, 1836, in Moutgiouiery, 
Ala. Died Fob. 22, 1917. Buried 
at Ilarkey 8 Chapd, Feb. 24, l9l7. 

Mr. Chapman was the aoa. of 
S<^]i)nian and Fi-riba Fergvoon 
< liapiiia^u. Pan of his boyhood 
;iij<l his early maniiood .was sp^ut 
111 ILiekmau, Ky. In theopmig of 
IfStil, he entered the CJonfederate 
army and served through the en- 
tire war. After the war he re- 
turned to Ififtlnnon and took ap- 
on liLiiiself the sujjport of a wid- 
owed mother, an uuinarried sia- 
ter and two children of a deceaa- 
ed siKter. When relieved of 
tiiese dutiea by the death of 
iijotlier and sister and the mar- 
riage of the youngor oae of hio 
household, he came to DunkUb Co. 
in 1874, wliere lie lia^s lived ever 
since. He was married to iMias 
EUea Pai^er Dee. 24, 1876. Of 
this union were born several chil- 
dren, only two of which lived to 
maturity, others died in infaney 
or early cliildhood. Those li\'iiig 
are Elbert, a teacher of pronii- 
nenc-e ami Alviu, who is our esffi- 
eieut postmaster. Mib. ChapuAa 
is a granddaughter of Bioaoell 
Horner, Uie second representa- 
tive sent to the legislaiture from 
Dunklin Co., the man for mbom 
the toiwn of Hioraeanrillo mam 
named.
